PAOKEE COUNCIL 
BOOSTS LICENSES 
TRAVELING SHOWS 


| Action Taken at Regular 
Meeting Held on Last 
Friday Night 


Licenses for traveling shows and 
circuses putting up under canvas | 
were boosted and various matters | 
of business discussed and acted | 
upon at the regular meeting of the | 
Town Council of Pahokee at the 
town hall last Friday night. Rob- 
ert S. Douthit, president of the 
council, presided at the session 
with all members and Mayor L. L. 
Stuckey present. 

A delegation of business men | 
was present and through J. L.| 
Kerr, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, presented a petition 
asking that the-council boost the 
license rates for circuses and other 
tenveling shows putting up under 
cdnvas in the city. There was con-{ 
siderable discussion of “the pro-| 
posalin which members of the| 
council and visitors participated. | 
The council then instructed Town 
Attorney Elvin A. Bass to draw| 
up an ordinance revoking former 
provisions in connection with 1li-| 
censes of this nature and institut- 
ing higher licenses. The rules were 
walved in first and second read- 
Ings and adoption of the ordinance į 
to become effective immediately. 

Under the provisions of the ordi- 
nance as it now stands the town | 
license for a circus is $100 a day, | 
circus and carnival parades $100 
for each parade, minstrel or vari- 
ety shows under canvas $100 per| 
day, rodeo or wild west shows $100 | 
per ¢ay and dramatic or theatrical | 
troupes $100 per day and carnivals | 
$3,000 per week. 

The matter of licensing vending 
machines in operation in the city 
was brought up before the coun-| 
cil and discussed at some length. | 
It was brought out that a vending 
maghine is subject to license; a stot | 
macbine out of the jurisdiction of 
the town in so far as licensing is 
concerned because of their illegal 
nature. They are not only pro-| 
hilted by town'ordinance, but also 
by state and county laws. Mem- 

rs of the council declared their | 
ignorance of'perqonal knowledge 
that slot miachines were being op- 
erated in the city, were unanimous 
in their expressions that such ma- 
chínes should be eliminated.

ed and closed to permit transpor- 
tation through the levee weighs 
over one hundred tons, yet so min- 
utely balanced is the structure that 
the gate can be opened or closed 
‘by hand. The weight of the gates 

rests on à base except during the 
actual process of opening or clos- 
ing when the hinges support it. All 
castings are of bronze, Phosphor 
and Tobin, the expensive material 
being used because of its resistance 
to corrosion. 

Quantities of Material 

Construction of the four gates is 
included in one contract at a price 
of $1,300,000. Completion of the 
contract is required ‘in fifteen 
months, which means that a short- 
er time is required for each gate, 
the Litham company moving 
equipment from one job to another 
as fast as a given part of the work 
is completed. 

The four gates will require 46,- 
000 cubic yards of concrete; 283,- 
500 pounds of reinforcing steel; 1,- 
957,250 pounds of structural steel; 
24,000 square feet of sheet piling, 
and 48,000 feet of wood piling. 

Other Concrete Structures 

Seven drainage culverts are also 
being built in the levee and are 
| Row under contract. Two of these 
are located along the Lakeport 
road in Glades county. The C. Y. 
‘Thomason Company began driving 
Piling for one of them this week. 
Another culvert, also contracted 
by the Thomason Company, is lo- 
cated at Diston Island Drainage 
District pumphouse No. 1, east of 
Moore Haven. Excavation has been 
completed and pile-driving begun. 

At Sugarland Drainage District 
pumphouse at Clewiston, the 
Thomason Company has been 
drilling rock for two weeks on the 
location for the fourth drainage 
culvert. Two others, which com- 
plete the number contracted by the 
C. Y. Thomason Company, will be 
located at South Florida Conserv- 
ancy District pumphouse No. 5 at 
Little Bare Beach, and at South 
Shore Drainage District No. 1, east 
of Miami canal. 

One drainage culvert is under 
contract to the North American 
Construction Company and is lo- 
cated at the South Florida Con- 
servancy District pumphouse No. 
6 near Pelican Bay. Thé company
